Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Keport  for  1899,  which  is  the 
sixteenth  I have  made  for  the  Urban  District  of  Arlecdon  and 
Frizington. 

The  usual  Tabulated  Statements  of  Sickness  and  Mortality 
within  the  district  are  added,  and  they  will  be  found  sufficiently 
explicit  without  further  explanation. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  estimated  at  5,950  up  to  the 
middle  of  1899,  an  increase  of  fifty  as  compared  with  the  assumed 
popirlation  of  last  year.  Arlecdon  has  a population  of  2,150, 
Frizington  3,700.  This  shows  an  increase  of  200  in  Arlecdon, 
and  a decrease  of  150  in  Frizington,  with  a numerically  stationary 
population  of  100  in  Whillimoor.  The  increase  of  the  population 
in  Arlecdon  is  due  to  the  great  influx  of  Quarrymen  now  employed 
in  the  Limestone  Quarries  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Rowrah. 

The  population  of  the  entire  district,  as  compared  with  the 
official  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  at  the  last  census,  shows 
an  increase  of  253. 

During  the  year  the  birth  of  109  boys  and  75  girls  has  been 
registered,  being  40  more  than  that  of  last  year,  but  8'8  lower 
than  the  average  of  the  previous  decade  (192-8).  The  birth-rate 
was  30-92  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  the  whole  district — 
29-30  in  Arlecdon,  32-70  in  Frizington,  but  I have  again  to  note 
that  no  birth  was  registered  during  the  year  in  the  township  of 
Whillimoor. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year  1899  amounted  to  82 — 44  males  and  38  females — 
39  in  Arlecdon,  51  in  Frizingtou,  and  one  in  the  township  of 
Whillimoor.  T'he  rate  of  mortality  for  the  year  was  equivalent 
to  13-78  per  1,090  living,  on  an  estimated  population  of  5,950 
to  the  middle  of  the  year,  being  -28  lower  than  in  1898.  The 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  representing  the  natural  increase  to 
the  population,  was  102,  this  being  41  more  than  in  1898.  A 
somewhat  unusual  coincidence  appears  in  connection  with  the 
deaths  recorded  in  1898-99,  viz.,  the  sexes  were  equal,  although 
the  number  of  deaths  in  the  former  year  exceeded  by  one  those  of 
the  latter,  yet  the  sex  of  one  of  the  deaths  in  1898  was  unknown.

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was  24,  that 
for  the  previous  year  18.  Measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths 
to  births  registered,  the  Infant  mortality  in  the  Urban  District  was 
equal  to  130  per  1,000,  as  compared  to  125  in  1898.  The 
mortality-rate  of  Children  under  five  years  of  age  to  100  deaths 
at  all  ages  for  1899  was  34-14,  that  for  the  previous  year  32-53. 
The  Senile  deaths  numbered  12,  or  14-65  per  cent,  of  persons 
aged  65  years  and  upwards.  During  the  year  14  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  were  notified  to  this  Authority,  under  the  Infectious 
Disease  (Notification)  Act,  last  year  there  were  73.  The  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  reported  were  mild  in  character,  and  all,  except  one 
(in  Frizingtou),  occurred  at  Arlecdon  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
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year.  The  case  at  Frizington  was  that  of  a young  man  residing 
at  Dyke  Nook,  who  was  removed  to  Galemire  Hospital,  where  he 
recovered.  There  were  live  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified.  The 
disease  was  of  the  simple  cutaneous  variety  and  confined  to 
Frizington.  Whooping  Cough  is  credited  with  a single  death, 
which  occurred  in  Airgust,  and  is  the  only  recorded  death  from 
Zymotic  disease.  A case  of  Measles  (not  notifiable  in  the  district) 
came  under  my  observation  in  November.  It  was  that  of  a child 
who  arrived  at  Southampton  from  South  Africa  in  the  s.s.  Scot, 
and  came  directly  to  Frizington.  This  district  has  been  singularly 
free  from  the  disease  for  some  time,  and  as  I was  not  aware  of 
any  other  case  it  may  not  unreasonably  be  inferred  that  the 
disease  was  contracted  before  the  child  left  the  ship.  Every  pre- 
caution was  exercised  to  localize  the  disease,  and  as  yet  there  has 
been  no  extention  of  the  outbreak.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
Phthisis  was  seven,  which  gives  a death-rate  of  D17  as  compared 
with  2-ol  in  189S.  Chickenpox  was  prevalent  in  the  district 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  but  no  death  was  recorded 
as  being  due  to  this  complaint. 

In  consequence  of  a request  from  the  County  Council,  dated 
8th  February,  1900,  to  this  Authority,  that  Cancer  should  be 
particularized  and  included  in  the  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Medical 
Oflicer  of  Health  showing  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  and 
the  conditions  under  which  the  disease  had  developed,  the 
matter  has  had  my  attention,  and  I am  pleased  to  state  that  no 
case  of  Cancer  or  Malignant  Disease  was  recorded  during  the 
year  1899. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  several  test  raids  were 
made  by  the  County  Police,  and  eight  samples  of  different  articles 
were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst,  viz.,  three  samples  of  milk. 
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two  of  butter,  one  of  lard,  one  of  mustard,  and  one  of  rum.  All 
the  samples  were  found  genuine. 

It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  note  that  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  Sanitary  work  during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  yards  of  Main  Sewers  have  been  executed,  seventeen  houses 
have  been  returned  as  connected  with  the  main  sewers,  eighteen 
new  water  closets  built,  eight  houses  fumigated,  and  very  im- 
portant Sanitary  improvements  at  Me. Kenny’s  Row  are  now 
nearly  completed.  Regular  inspections  of  the  district  have  been 
made,  and  the  necessary  alterations  required  to  rectify  many  of 
the  Sanitary  defects  discovered  have  been  carried  out. 

In  my  Report  of  1895,  I directed  the  attention  of  the  Council 
to  the  very  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  footpaths  in  Arlecdon, 
particularly  those  in  Arlecdon  Road,  Arlecdon  Parks  Road,  and 
Rowrah  Road.  As  yet  no  improvement  has  been  made  on  the 
side  walks  in  this  portion  of  the  district. 

The  adoption  of  the  Model  Regulations  by  the  Council  in 
connection  with  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk-shops  Order, 
1899,  will,  I .venture  to  think,  be  a valuable  provision  in 
assisting  the  Authority  to  deal  with  Tubercle  in  Milch  Cows. 

I append  the  First  Annual  Report  of  your  present  Sanitary 
Inspector,  which  gives  the  particulars  of  his  work  during  the 
year.
